Bus GPS system 
still not ready 

O Metro Transit: ‘Nothing’s changed’ on project announced in 2007 
O GPS trackers meant to help riders find out the location of their bus

About 80 to 90 per cent of Metro 
Transit buses are currently 
equipped with GPS tracking sys¬ 
tems as testing continues on a 
project that has been stuck in 
neutral for four years. 

Metro Transit first announced 
the GPS initiative in 2007 as part 
of an overhaul of its GoTime sys¬ 
tem, promising the project 
would be completed by the fall. 

Last August, officials said the 
system, which was meant to 
allow riders to call GoTime and 
find out precisely where buses 
are in their route, was in its “final 
testing” stages. It was expected 
to be installed by that fall. 

Now, almost a year later, 
Metro Transit spokesperson 
Lisette Cormier says there has 
been no progress on the GPS ini¬ 
tiative. 

She could not comment yes¬ 


terday on what has caused the 
delays or when the systems 
would be fully installed. 

Now, some members of the 
public are looking to take transit 
into their own hands. 

Ross Soward, an urban plan¬ 
ner with the Planning and Design 
Centre, said he thinks Metro 
Transit should focus more on pro¬ 
gressive projects like the GPS sys¬ 
tems, rather than simply on 
maintenance. 

“It’s more than just getting the 
buses in and out. It’s ... thinking 
strategically about how transit 
could actually be something that 
defines this city,” said Soward. 

He added that by identifying 
and making key transit routes 
reliable, the GPS system would¬ 
n’t even be necessary. 

To that end, Soward’s Planning 
and Design Centre and Fusion 
Halifax hosted their first session 
of the It’s More Than Buses proj¬ 
ect.

aimed at improving public tran¬ 
sit in HRM. 

Soward said about 100 people 
attended the first session in June. 

The second public session will 
be held tonight at 6 p.m. at the 
World Trade and Convention 
Centre. After the third — and 
final — session in September, the 
group hopes to take its plans to 
HRM staff and councillors.

A review board’s decision 
to reduce Cape Breton’s 
council size isn’t an omen 
for an upcoming decision 
on the size of Halifax’s mu¬ 
nicipal council, according 
to a Cape Breton University 
professor. 

“Those who favour the 
status quo in Halifax 
should be somewhat nerv¬ 
ous, but we can’t extrapo¬ 
late from this decision,” 


said Dr. Tom Urbanialc, 
who teaches political sci¬ 
ence at Cape Breton. “Read¬ 
ing the decision, I don’t see 
an ideological predisposi¬ 
tion to smaller councils.” 

The Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board decided 
yesterday that the Cape 
Breton Regional Municipal¬ 
ity will move to 12 electoral 
districts, down from the 
current 16. 


Urbanialc said the two 
municipalities have differ¬ 
ent concerns and interests. 
In the Cape Breton deci¬ 
sion, the UARB cited public 
opinion in favour of coun¬ 
cil reduction and the re¬ 
gion’s shrinking 

population, which, accord¬ 
ing to a 2010 council-ap¬ 
proved sustainability plan, 
is expected to decline by 
over 20 per cent in the next 


20 years. 

Still, there are similari¬ 
ties in the two cases. 

Both had applied to keep 
the status quo in spite of 
recommendations to re¬ 
duce council size. 

The two are also the 
largest municipalities in 
the province. 

The HRM council deci¬ 
sion is expected in the fall.

N.S. breaking own info laws: Group 


Generous lottery winner 
dies in Truro hospital

court action to gain access 
to Transport Department 
plans to build a connector 
road in the St. Margarets 
Bay area.

Kirby says his group’s 
court challenge is aimed 
at defending the demo¬ 
cratic principle of free¬ 
dom of information and 
holding the government 
to account. 

A department spokes¬ 
woman says she can’t 
comment on a pending 
court action, but she says 
the government has al¬ 
ready released thousands 
of pages of documents and 
has held public informa¬ 
tion sessions about the 
project.

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie is call¬ 
ing on the provincial NDP 
to issue quarterly reports 
on taxes collected from 
gasoline and diesel sales. 

But Finance Minister 
Graham Steele noted yes¬ 
terday that most of the 
numbers Baillie is asking 
for are already publicly 
available in the govern¬ 
ment’s quarterly budget 
updates. 

At issue is some $253.6 
million the government ex¬ 
pects to collect in the 2011- 
2012 fiscal year from gas 
taxes. That doesn’t include 
the HST collected on top of 
the provincial portion of 
the motive fuel tax. 

The provincial Finance 
Act requires the full 
amount of that tax revenue 


The government has 
budgeted approximately 
$408 million in highway 
spending this year. The 
tax revenue from both 
the motive fuel tax and 
the revenue from the 
registry of motor vehicles 
is expected to be 
$ 332.5 million. 

to be directed toward road 
maintenance, said Steele. 

Baillie wants the total 
number, including HST, to 
be updated quarterly, and 
to be measured against the 
total cost of road work in 
that quarter. 

“If (the tax) is more than 
they need for that dedicat¬ 
ed purpose of maintaining 
the roads, they should 
transparently report that,” 
said Baillie.

Baillie went a step fur¬ 
ther, suggesting any gas tax 
revenues collected in ex¬ 
cess of the cost of road 
maintenance should be re¬ 
turned to taxpayers. 

The problem with that, 
argued Steele, is that there 
is no excess revenue. 

“The fact is that we 
spend considerably more 
on roads than we take in 


from those two revenue 
sources,” said Steele, refer¬ 
ring to the gas tax and 
funds collected from the 
registry of motor vehicles. 

Baillie maintained that 
the amount of HST money 
collected by the province 
on gas sales — the much 
maligned tax-on-tax — 
should still be transparent¬ 
ly reported.

Officials are looking for a 
boat that burned off the 
coast of Halifax Harbour 
Sunday evening. 

The Emily Lisa, a 40- 
foot fishing vessel, put out 
a distress call around 8:30 
p.m. on Sunday, approxi¬ 
mately 100 kilometres off 
Halifax Harbour. 

Four men on board in¬ 
dicated that their boat was 
burning, and they were 
getting into life rafts. They 
were picked up by a near¬ 
by commercial vessel, and 
none were injured. 

The Coast Guard 
environmental response 
unit is sending a plane to 
find the boat and assess 
for environmental 
damages, said spokesper¬ 
son Stephen Bornais. 

“There’s been no report 
of oil slicks in the area 
that the vessel was last 
seen, and it’s near a ship¬ 
ping lane, so one would 
think that there’d be peo¬ 
ple to report that,” he 
said, estimating the 
contained 5,000 litres of 
diesel fuel.

Britain’s tabloid phone¬ 
hacking scandal enveloped 
the London police force yes¬ 
terday with the rapid-fire 
resignations of two top offi¬ 
cers and claims of possible 
illegal eavesdropping, 
bribery and collusion. U.K. 
officials immediately 
vowed to investigate. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron, feeling the politi¬ 
cal heat from his own close 
ties to individuals within 
Rupert Murdoch’s media 
empire, cut short his trip to 
Africa and called an emer¬ 
gency session of Parliament 
for tomorrow to address 
lawmakers on the scandal. 

U.K. lawmakers will grill 
Murdoch, his son James 
and Rebelcah Brooks, the 


ousted chief executive of 
Murdoch’s U.K. newspaper 
arm, in a widely anticipated 
televised public hearing on 
the scandal today. Lawmak¬ 
ers hope to learn more 
about the scale of phone 
hacking by U.K. journalists 
and who — if anyone — in 
Murdoch’s empire was 
aware of what allegedly 
took place at the now-de- 
funct News of the World 
tabloid.

Rami Abdul-Rahman, the 
director of the London- 
based Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights, said the 
violence began Saturday af¬ 
ter the dismembered bodies 
of three Alawite govern¬ 
ment supporters were 
dumped in Homs, a focal 
point of the uprising. 

The next day, six bodies 
from various sects were 
found dumped in the city, 


apparently in revenge at¬ 
tacks, a Homs resident said. 
Pro-government thugs 

called shabiha open fired in 
predominantly Sunni 

neighbourhoods in Homs, 
the resident added. 

“It was a catastrophe, the 
situation could easily have 
slipped out of control,” he 
said.

Are motorists doing more 
irritating things than ever? 
Is the traffic “thank you” 
wave dead? 

Drivers polled for the 
Canadian Automobile As¬ 
sociation think so. The sur¬ 
vey, released yesterday, 
found three out of four 
Canadians feel drivers are 
showing more annoying 
habits today than they 
were five years ago, com¬ 
pared to just two per cent 
who said other drivers 
have grown less irritating. 

Research by the Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of B.C. al¬ 
so shows driver courtesy is 
eroding, said ICBC psychol¬ 
ogist John Vavrilc. 

“People generally feel 
there’s a lack of courtesy, 


there’s a lot of anger out 
there and people are con¬ 
cerned about running into 
aggressive drivers,” he said. 

Topping the list of bad 
manners in the CAA survey 
are road rage and being cut 
off in traffic, with 86 per 
cent citing those behav¬ 
iours. Texting or talking on 
the phone, tailgating, fail¬ 
ing to use signals and toss¬ 
ing trash out the window 
also rank high on the list of 
irritations. 

“They’re all the sorts of 
things that we were told 


when we took driving les¬ 
sons, or did our driving test 
and first got our licence, 
that we really shouldn’t 
do,” said Ian Jack, a CAA 
spokesman. 

The problem is so pro¬ 
nounced in B.C. that ICBC 
launched an advertising 
campaign reminding peo¬ 
ple to show their gratitude 
for a traffic kindness. 

“We’re tying to resur¬ 
rect the wave,” Vavrilc said 
of the simple tip of the 
hand that is increasingly 
rare on Canadian roads.

The plans would give 
small businesses and 
self-employed people 
more resources to set 
up retirement programs 
for employees by allow¬ 
ing employers to pool 
money with other em¬ 
ployers.

plans, called PRPPs at a

meeting on pensions in 
Whitehorse, as part of a 
report that noted Cana¬ 
dians may not be saving 
enough for their retire¬ 
ment. 

Pooled plans would 
be managed by a regu¬ 
lated financial 
institution, which 
would decrease the cost 
for a small employer. 

The government has 
said a high level of reg¬ 
ulatory harmonization 
across federal and 
provincial governments 
will be required to 
increase the scale of 
such plans. 

Potential tax changes 
to accommodate those 
plans would be 
developed and 
implemented by the 
federal government.

Future of Murdoch 
family empire in doubt

Now scandal threatens to 
derail the expected succes¬ 
sion, shaking the assump¬ 
tion that the dynasty would 
preserve its grip over the 
multibillion-dollar busi¬ 
ness. 

Founder Rupert Mur¬ 
doch, 80, has long ex¬ 
pressed a wish to hand his 
publicly traded News Corp. 
to his offspring, and he re¬ 
tains the voting power to 
make key decisions. 

But shareholders and 
board members are said to 
be troubled by revelations 
of wrongdoing on Mur¬ 
doch’s watch, and feel the 
U.S.-based company needs 
fresh leadership. 

A pivotal moment for 
the family comes today 
when the media mogul and 
his son testify before British 



lawmakers investigating 
the hacking and alleged po¬ 
lice bribery at a now-shut- 
tered tabloid, News of the 
World. 

“The future is looking in¬ 
creasingly grey” for James 
Murdoch, said Ivor Gaber, 
professor of political jour¬ 
nalism at City University 
London. “There are now in¬ 
vestors, particularly in the 
United States, who are sug¬ 


gesting that the time has 
come to end the Murdochs’ 
dynastic hold on News 
Corp.” 

The accusations of phone 
hacking and police bribery 
at the News of the World 
reached into the elder Mur¬ 
doch’s inner circle with the 
arrest Sunday of Rebelcah 
Brooks, former head of his 
British newspaper unit.

According to the Society 
for Human Resource Man¬ 
agement, 33 per cent of 
people say they’re freaked 
out about salaiy negotia¬ 
tions, so they don’t pursue 
it. Yet 80 per cent of re¬ 
cruiters and managers are 
willing to negotiate. 

Step 1: Stick to the facts 
Research comparable 
salaries for comparable jobs 
where you live. Use web¬ 
sites like Monster.ca, 
Worlcopolis, or 

Payscale.com. 

If you belong to an asso¬ 
ciation or alumni group, 
check whether they’ve got 


research on salaries and 
benefits you can review. 

Salaiy is only one part of 
a total compensation pack¬ 
age — there are other fac¬ 
tors to consider such as 
benefits, stock options and 
retirement plans. 

Tip 2: Set Goals 

Once you’ve got your facts 
straight, set a realistic goal 
before you go in for negotia¬ 
tions. Perhaps you want a 
raise of three to five per 
cent. Or you may wish to fo¬ 
cus on an actual number 
like $5,000. 

Tip 3: Negotiate 
Don’t barge into your boss’s 
office asking for a raise af¬ 
ter they’ve had a hectic day. 
Wait until you both have 
time to sit down and talk. 

It’s also nice to give your 
boss a heads up about the 
nature of the discussion so 
that they can prepare. They 
may need to consult with 
an HR advisor about salary 
and benefit policies. 

Another optimal time to 
discuss a raise is during a 
performance review.
